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JU D G E TRUM BULL DEAD 


The Delegates Are Pledged to Suppcrt 
Governor Matthews For President 
—White Metal Men Control the 
Convention at Columbus, Ohio—New 
York Is For Gold. 


Indianapolis, Ind.,*June 25.—The free 
silver dem ocrats outnum bered the rep­ 
resentatives of the adm inistration six­ 
teen to one in W ednesday’s state con­ 
vention. The sum of the day’s work is 
a platform declaring for the independ­ 
en t coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 
to I, the indorsem ent of Gov. Matthews 
for the presidency and the nomination 
of a state ticket, every man of whom is

In accord with the platform. The indi­ 
cations are th at both wings will work 
harm oniously for the success of the 
ticket. 
The silver men selected for their 
chairm an Robert 
C. 
Bell 
of 
F ort 
W ayne. 
He 
made a short address, 
concluding as follows: 
“Fellow Democrats: 
To-day we are 
in the m idst of a great crisis. You will 
be expected to give expression to your 
views on the financial question. 
You 
will help to determ ine whether, adher­ 
ing to the time-honored principles and 
the repeated declarations of the demo­ 
cratic party, we shall insist upon a 
financial system which favors the use 
of both silver and gold as standard 
money at the long-established ratio of 
16 to I; whether we are great and 
proud enough to direct our affairs as 
a free and independent nation, 
or, 
w hether we must submit to the dicta­ 
tion of some foreign power; w hether 
more 
than seventy m illions of free 
people shall rem ain at the mercy of 
and in full subjection to a small coterie 
of so-called capitalists of this and other 
countries who can in a very few days 
‘corner’ all the gold in this country 
and reduce or fix the values of our 
property as they please. 
“I adjure yQU to speak in no uncer­ 
tain terms. This issue overshadows all 
others. 
Let us sink all personal con­ 
siderations and preferences in defer­ 
ence to the common good.” 
After the chairm an’s address came 
th e report of the committee on creden­ 
tials, which recognized the free-silver 
delegates elected in this city. 
Then 
came the report of the committee on 
resolutions, which was read by Cyrus 
F. McNutt of Terre Haute. The declar­ 
ation in favor of the unrestricted coin­ 
age of gold aud silver at the ratio of 16 
to I called out trem endous applause. 
Following is the platform : 
“ We reaffirm our adherence to the 
democratic doctrine 
of 
bimetallism, 
and therefore we demand the immedi­ 
ate restoration of bim etallism by the 
free and unrestricted coinage of both 
silver and gold as prim ary money at 
the ratio of 16 to I, w ithout aw aiting 
the co-operation of Great B ritain or 
any other foreign power, all such coin­ 
age to be full legal tender in paym ents 
of all debts, public and private. 
Resolved, That we believe the exist­ 
ing tariff laws will be fully equal to 
all demands for needed revenue for the 
expenses of governm ent economically 
adm inistered 
under 
the 
conditions 
which will arise from the restoration 
of bimetallism. 
“We are opposed to the redem ption 
and final cancellation of United States 
notes (greenbacks) or any other notes 
or certificates issued by 
the 
United 
States to circulate as money, such re­ 
demption and cancellation necessarily 
involving an increase of the public debt 
by the issue of bonds and the reduction 
of the currency. 
We demand a suffi­ 
cient, stable volume of money, gold, 
silver and paper, to meet the require­ 
m ents of our ever-growing population 
and the constant increase of our pro­ 
ductive industries. 
“We protest against the increase of 
the public debt by the issue of interest- 
bearing bonds, or otherwise, in a tim e 
of peace. 
“We demand th at obligations of the 
government of every form be paid and 
be redeemed in conformity with the 
laws under which they wrere issued, in 
coin,gold and silver, at the option of the 
governm ent of the United States and 
not at the option of the creditor. 
“We believe that public war exists in 
Cuba and th at the parties thereto 
ought to be accorded all the rights of 
belligerents.” 
The platform closes as follows: 
“We 
earnestly commend Gov. Mathews, in 
full confidence of success at the election 
to the democracy of the United States 
as a candidate for the presidency, and 
the delegates from Indiana to the 
national convention are hereby in- 


and to use all honorable efforts to se­ 
cure his nomination. 
The thirty dele­ 
gates strictly to represent the democ­ 
racy of Indiana in the Chicago nation­ 
al convention are instructed to vote as 
a unit upon all questions involving 
platform or candidate in the conven­ 
tion.” 
The storm came immediately after 
the reading of the platform bad been 
completed. Judge McNutt as soon as 
he had finished the last sentence in the 
platform moved its adoption. Ex-Con­ 
gressm an W. D. Bynum, after insisting 
on recognition, read to the convention 
the money plank of the 
democratic 
convention of 1892 and said: 
“If it be claimed th at the resolutioin 
was not clearly understood, th at it was 
of doubtful construction, the subse­ 
quent act of the convention in nomin­ 
ating Grover Cleveland w ith his well- 
known views, removed all doubt as to 
the platform. 
Indiana, w ith the full 
knowledge of the position of Mr. Cleve­ 
land, indorsed him as a candidate by an 
overwhelm ing vote. 
If this was de­ 
mocracy four years a.^o, why should 
we turn our backs upon the resolution 
now?” 
It was nearly 3 o’clock before the 
convention was ready to nom inate a 
candidate for governor. 
The name of 
Benjam in F. Shively, the cadidate of 
the silver crowd, was received with a 
trem endous shout of approval. Jam es 
Seller of Montgomery county was put 
in nom ination as a second free silver 
candidate. 
It was easy for Shively. 
This vote showed the strength of the 
contending forces in the convention. 
Seller got out of the race soon after the 
balloting began and the vote stood: 
Shively, 1,644; Cooper, 103. 
The 16 to 
I ratio had been established. 
Ex-Congressman Coooper in a dra­ 
matic m aner moved to make the nom 
ination of Mr. Shively unanimous. As 
the representative of the adm inistra­ 
tion wing of the party, he held out the 
olive-branch to the free silver men 
The nominee 
made an 
interesting 
speech in thanking the convention for 
the nomination. 
The ticket was completed as follows;

our efforts as a government and as a 
people should be, in good faith, di­ 
rected—we favor the rigid m ainte­ 
nance of the present gold standard, es­ 
sential to the preservation of our na­ 
tional credit, the redem ption of our 
public pledges and the keeping invio­ 
late of our country’s honor. We insist 
th at all our paper and silver currency 
shall be kept absolutely at a parity w ith 
gold. 
“The United States notes and treas­ 
ury notes being, in fact, debts of the 
government, should be gradually paid 
off, retired and canceled. This should 
and m ust be done In such a m anner as 
to cause no contraction of the circulat­ 
ing money of the country. 
So long as 
they exist, however, and are perm itted 
to circulate as money they should be 
redeemable at all tim es upon demand 
in the standard money of the country. 
“The democratic party is pledged to 
the resolute m aintenance of the public 
credit at all tim es and under all cir­ 
cumstances, and is therefore opposed to 
the repeal of 
any 
existing 
statute 
which enables the secretary 
of 
the 
treasury, by the issue of 
bonds 
or 
otherwise, to provide an adequate fund 
for the redem ption in gold of our paper 
obligations whenever necessary. 
W e reiterate our adherence to the 
principle of a tariff for revenue only. 
We are opposed to government part­ 
nership with protected monopolies and 
we demand that im port 
duties, 
like 
other taxes, should be im partially laid 
and their impositions limited to 
the 
necessities of the governm ent economi­ 
cally adm inistered. 
Federal taxation 
should not be imposed to benefit indi­ 
vidual interests at the expense of the 
general welfare. 
“We indorse the adm inistration of 
President Cleveland 
and particularly 
commend him for his determ ined effort 
to m aintain the financial credit of the 
United States.” 
The delegates are in­ 
structed to vote as a unit. 
A resolution expre ssing sym pathy 
with the insurgents in Cuba was in­ 
troduced by Congressman Sulzner and 
adopted. The following delegates and 
alternates were elected:

Immense Loss of Property In Three 
Counties—Full Reports Not Yet Re­ 
ceived— Accident at a “ Society Cir­ 
cus” at Springfield, 
111—Cyclone 
Sweeps T exas—Storm News. 


W heeling, W. Va., June 25.—Reports 
from M arshall, Wetzel and Tyler coun­ 
ties, which lie immediately south of 
here, are to the effect that great dam­ 
age has been done and some lives have 
been lost by a great cloudburst about 3 
o’clock W ednesday afternoon. In Mar­ 
shall the damage in and about Mounds­ 
ville will reach several thousand dol­ 
lars. 
In Tyler county, in the vicinity 
of Sistersville, the storm created ha­ 
voc. 
A mile below 
Sistersville, the 
Ohio River railroad was washed out for 
a distance of a mile and a half, and the 
rails with the ties attached are lying 
200 feet out of position. The loss will 
be over $10,000. 
Several houses were 
washed away, and the occupants nar­ 
rowly escaped after ropes were thrown 
to them. 
Several instances of team s 
and cattle being washed awray are re­ 
ported. 
Tiler were five men in one 
wagon and only two of them were res­ 
cued alive. 
The latest reports from 
the country districts are that the dam­ 
age is enormous. 
Many houses are 
washed aw*ay, and it is feared 
that 
there has been much loss of life, but 
reports on account of the storm 
are 
meager.

Saratoga, N. Y., June 25.—The demo­ 
cratic state convention th a t convened 
W ednesday put itself oi\ record on the 
financial platform and selected its dele­ 
gates to the national convention. 
It 
declined to nam e its electors, has not 
put itself on record on any state issue 
and left the selection of a state com­ 
m ittee until the next state convention. 
These things have all been done at the 
instance of the leaders and with the 
avowed purpose of placing the party 
in such a position that no m atter what 
the platform of the national convention 
is it can be supported by the electors 
and the party in this state. 
The convention was called to order 
by Chairm an Hinckley, who introduced 
Mayor John Boyd Thacher of Albany 
| as tem porary chairm an. In the course 
, of his speech on assuming the chair 
Mr. Thacher said: 
“It is the duty of the democracy in 
the present crisis to speak clearly on 
the financial question. 
The party of 
Jefferson has always favored the best 
money in use, the money adopted as 
the standard by the most enlightened 
nations of the earth. 
N either consid­ 
eration of expediency nor the selfish 
interest of those who own silver bullion 
should lead us to depart from the safe 
and secure path.” 
During the call of the roll of dele­ 
gates there were enthusiastic 
cheers 
when the name of W illiam C. W hitney 
was reached and a dem onstration of al­ 
most equal fervor greeted the name of 
David B. Hill a few m inutes later. 
The platform,which was read by Sen- 


Cleveland D ispleased W ith W hitney. 
W allington, June 25.—The President 
is said to be displeased with ex-Seere- 
tary W hitney because of his published 
statem ent on the situation.

Cyclone Sweep* Over Texan. 
Dallas, Texas, June 25.—A report has

a cyclone swept 
across the country from W ills Point to 
Waco, a distance of 200 miles. 
The 
Houston and Texas Central station at 
G arrett was destroyed and heavy dam ­ 
age done at W ills Point and Waco. De­ 
tails have not been received, but it is 
feared that there has b^eii loss of life 
in the track of the storm. 


W heat A verage Is Rig. 
Minneapolis, Minn., June 25.—Re 
ports from fifty wheat counties in Min­ 
nesota and the Dakotas show no reduc­ 
tion in the acreage of the spring-w heat 
tes a year ago. All but three report 
e condition of the wheat as good. The 
I total acreage is estimated at 9,000,000 
acres, or 900.000 more than the govern­ 
ment estimate. 
There is a decrease in 
the Red River valley, but it is com­ 
pensated for by increases elsewhere. 
The reports show from 7,000,000 to 
000,000 bushels of last year’s crop still 
in the farm ers’ hands. 
On this basis, 
the crop will not exceed 190,000 bushels, 
or considerably less than 
the 
esti­ 
mates. 


Sharkey T hought to Have Had the Beat 
of th e F ight w ith Corbett. 
San Francisco, Gay., June 25.—Po­ 
lice interference 
saved ex-Champion 
Corbett the decision in the four-round 
go between him and Tom Sharkey, the 
Marine, W ednesday night, and 
the 
fight was declared a draw*. 
During the last two rounds Sharkey 
was the aggressor and Corbett was 
forced to clinch to keep the sailor 
from fighting. 
It was the opinion of 
all who saw the fight 
that 
Sharkey 
more than held his own. and was the 
fresher of the two at the end of the 
contest. It is practically a victory for 
Sharkey, who had to be held by the 
police to keep him from going at Cor­ 
bett. 
Sharkey, after the 
fight, an­ 
nounced he would fight Corbett to a 
finish for 
$10,000 
a 
side. 
Corbett 
seemd to be greatly exhausted and his 
breast was red and scratched from the 
effect of Sharkey’s blows. The sailor’s 
adhtrents allege that Corbett him self 
gave the signal for the police interfer­ 
ence when he found he was getting th e 
worst of it.

Th convention was called to order 
at 10:30 by Chairman Matt Smalley, 
who introduced Temporary Chairm an 
Taylor. 
In a lengthy keynote speech, 
Taylor did not refer to anything ex­ 
cept the silver question. 
His declara­ 
tion for free coinage at 16 to I gave 
the silver advocates their first oppor­ 
tunity to cheer, and they did it vocif­ 
erously. 
A fter the report of the committee 
on perm anent organization, Gen. A. J. 
W arner was escorted to the chair as 
the presiding officer and was received 
with an ovation. 
Gen. W arner was in­ 
troduced as an apostle of 16 to I. 
He 
urger} all to sacrifice personal prefer­ 
ences and all other m atters for the 
silver issue. 
The people had made the 
issue and the St. 
Louis 
convention 
ator Hill, was adopted. 
It contains had emphasized the issue by adopting 
the following financial plank: 
“We favor gold and silver as the 
standard m oney’ of the country. 
We 
are opposed, as a perm anent financial 
policy, to gold monometallism on one 
hand, or to silver monometallism on 
the other hand. 
The pledge contained 
in the repeal of the Sherman law, which 
repeal was passed by a democratic con­ 
gress and approved by a democratic 
president, should be carefully carried 
out, wherein it was declared that ‘the 
efforts of the government should be 
steadily directed to the establishm ent 
of such a safe system of bim etallism as 
will m aintain at all tim es the equal 
powrer of every dollar coined or issued 
by the United States in the m arkets 
and in paym ent of debts.’ 
“We believe that such bim etallism to 
which the nation is solemnly pledged 
can only be secured and perm anently 
maintained through the concurrent ac­ 
tion of the leading nations of the world. 
Neither this country nor any ether 
country, independent and alone, is able 
to maintain it, and it would be folly to 
attem pt it. Being so convinced, v e are 
opposed to the fro and unlimited coin­ 
age of silver iii the absence of the co­ 
operation of oJheivjreat nations. Until 


a single gold standard. The lines were 
never so distinctly drawn. 
There was 
no longer any doubt about what would 
be done at Chicago on the issue. 
He 
urged all the advocates of the bim etal­ 
lic standard of the fathers and of th© 
constitution to unite on one ticket as 
well 
as 
one 
issue. 
Gen. 
W arner’s 
speech was interrupted 
continuously 
by applause, especially in his refer­ 
ences to the bankruptcy and distress

After the report on credentials was 
adopted without opposition, the fol­ 
lowing m ajority report on resolutions 
was presented: 
“We. the democrats of Ohio, are un­ 
alterably opposed to the single gold 
standard and demand an immediate re­ 
turn to the constitutional money of 
gold and silver by the restoration by 
this government, independent of other 
nations, of the unrestricted coinage of 
both silver and gold into 
standard 
money at the ratio of 16 to I, and upon 
the term s of exact equality existing 
prior to 1873; such silver coin to be a 
full legal lender, equally with gold

MORE THAN THAT IS ?A W A STE 
OF TIME. 


No Bell Sounds In the Ears of the 
Operator When You Get Mad and 
Whirl the 
Crank About Vicious­ 
ly—Signal 
Simply 
Drops 
a 
Disk. 


“ Hello, central, give me number so- 
and-so” said a Janesville 
business 
man, through the telephone this morn­ 
ing. 
No answer came, and the business 
man waited perhaps thirty seconds. 
Then he grabbed tho bell crank and 
spun it around viciously for about five 
minutes. 
“ I’ll teach those girls to go to sleep 
w hile they are on duty!” he declared 
angrily, 
but a soft answer 
turned 
away his wrath an instant later, and 
when he finished talkipg be said that 
probably the operators had troubles 
of their own, and he was sorry that he 
had “ rung the bell in their ears so 
long.” 
But his sympathy was wasted. 
Probably but a comparative few of 
the hundreds of people who use a tele­ 
phone daily could give an explanation 
of how the connections are made at 
the central office, or in other words 
w hat transpires from the time he 
rings up the central office unt I he 
hears the “ hello” of the party with 
whom he wishes to talk. 
The man 
who for some reason does not get con­ 
nection the first time he rings, and 
who in his impatience rings hard for a 
minute, under the impression that he 
is deafening the ears of the central 
girls, and squaring himself in this 
way, would be very much chagrined 
perhaps if he knew that all his vindic 
tive ringing gives rise to only a slight 
rattle of the indicator in the central 
office, that could not be beard a yard 
away from the switch board. 


No B ell R ings at Central 
The system used at the “ central 
office” is “ simple and complicated.” 
There is a large vertical board stand­ 
ing on a narrow table, before which 
the operators sit. On this board called 
the switchboard, are a number of 
black disks about an inch sqpare 
number equal to the number of instru­ 
ments iu connection with that office. 
These disks are arranged in rows, anc 
have a hinge at the bottom, and are 
held up at the top by a vibrator, 
small rod with a ratchet catch. When 
the subscriber rings the bell, the rod 
vibrates, allowing the disk to fall, re­ 
vealing the number of his instrument 
on the copper plate under the disk. 
The operates then knows who wants 
to talk. 
If the line is in good work­ 
ing order the disk falls at the first tap 
of the bell and subsequent ringing 
causes the rod to rattle slightly ia its 
confines, 
and 
nothing 
more. 
On 
the switchboard below the indicators 
are a number of rows of holes called 
<cjaoks” and in the table at the base of 
the board are a number of 
“ plugs:” 
the m etal ends of connecting wires. 
These plugs are in pairs,and each pair 
forms a circuit when connected. 
Out­ 
side this row of plugs is a row of lev­ 
ers for connection with the central of­ 
fice, and farther oat is a row of elec­ 
tric buttons, to be connected with the 


various bells. As soon as the operator 
catches your number from the metal 
plate, she puts one of a pair of plugs 
into the appropriate jack,throws down 
a lever and thus connects the ringer 
with the central office. 


W orkings Of The Board. 
The operator says “ hello” or “ num­ 
ber,” and the ringer gives the number 
of the ’phone with which he wants 
connection. 
The operator then raises 
the lever cutting him off from the cen­ 
tral office, places the other 
plug of 
the pair in the jack corresponding to 
the number wanted, rings 
up that 
number by pressing one of the but­ 
tons, and the connection is completed. 
When the talkers are through they 
should “ ring oil,” that is, give the 
bell a light turn. 
This throws down 
an indicator in the bottom row of the 
switchboard. 
The operator then pulls 
out 
both 
p u g s 
and 
the 
cir­ 
cuit 
is 
broken. 
In 
ringing 
off, 
it 
facilitates 
matters 
some­ 
what if both parties would ring. 
If 
the “ ring off” indicator does not fall 
after the connections have been made 
for a few minutes the operator “ cuts 
in ,” that is, throws down the lever 
and listens to see if the parties are 
still talking. If she hears nothing she 
says “ hello*” and if no answer is re­ 
ceived from either party cuts them 
both out by pulling out the plugs as 
above described. 
The ring-off indica­ 
tor is patented by the Bell Telephone 
Company, the right on which will not 
expire for some time and therefore 
cannot be used by any other company. 
A “ night call,” however, causes a bell 
to ring until the operator wakes up 
and “cuts it off” by answering.
